It was a weekend of Viet Nam 


rallies, demonstrations, dates — 
and a pre-nuptial party. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


told 
an 
"Affirmation: 
Viet 


Nam" rally in Atlanta: "Let us 
consult our courage — and not 
our fears!" 


Rain fell on the Atlanta stadi- 


um crowd, estimated at from 
10,000 to 15,000. A small group of 
antiwar pickets paraded outside 
the stadium Saturday. 


Eggs were tossed at about 60 


antiwar pickets in New Orleans, 
where they demonstrated in a 
drizzling rain. 


At Gainesville, Fla., four U.S. 


veterans of the Viet Nam com- 
bat were feted by students at 
the University of Florida. The 
veterans' dates were campus 
beauty queens. About 35 antiwar 
pickets were jeered by students.

Administration official said the 
United States has begun black- 
listing free world and Polish 
ships which trade with North 
Viet Nam.

Americans 
Have Much 
More Cash

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ameri- 


cans have more cold cash jin- 
gling in their 
pockets 
and 


stuffed in their billfolds than 
they did five years ago. 


The business boom is only 


part of the answer for the pro- 
portionate increase. 


The Federal Reserve Bank at 


Richmond, Va., part of the 
agency which distributes coins 
and paper money, has come up 
with some explanations. More 
teen-age spending, to name one, 
but most factors lack accurate 
measurement. 


Jonn K. Carlock, fiscal assist- 


ant secretary of the Treasury, 
said only theories can be ad- 
vanced to explain the phenome- 
non and one theory is probably 
as good as another. 


Hard cash makes up only 


about 20 per cent of the total 
money supply. The rest consists 
of timely deposits, mainly check 
ing accounts. 


Here are some of the cold 


facts: 


On June 30, 1960, the total cur- 


rency in circulation was valued 
at $32.06 billion compared with 
$41.82 billion last Nov. 30, the 
most recent 
date for which 


Treasury figures are available. 
This represented a per capita 
jump fom $177.47 to $213.79. 


Treasury 
officials 
said the 


increase has nothing to do with 
any 
trend 
toward 
inflation, 


which is a much broader prob- 
lem of production, supply and 
demand, over-all fiscal policy 
and a variety of other factors. 


Two definite developments in 


the new pattern, the bank re- 
ported, are the increased de- 
mand for coins and an upturn in 
the business cycle. 


The remaining possible caus- 


es, the bank 
added, are less 


measureable. It listed them as: 


1. The demand for pocket 


money by the increasing num- 
ber of teen-agers who hold jobs 
or receive allowances. The num- 
ber of teen-agers between 15 
and 19 increased by 3.5 million 
between 1560 and 1965—some 26 
per cent above the increase for 
the previous five years. 


2. Increased travel, both do- 


mestic 
and 
foreign, 
which 


prompts Americans 
t o carry 


more ready cash than normal 
Bank reported that although 
travelers 
checks are 
widely 


used by travelers most still find 
it convienient t o carry more 
curency 
than they normally 


would at home. 


3. Possible heading of Amei- 


cas currency abroad to offset 
sometimes shaky currencies in 
emerging countries. 


4. Internal Revenue Service 


policies, including a crackdown 
on federal gambling tax collec- 
tions and use of computers to 
check income tax returns. 


"Persons who were evading 


the gambling and income taxes 
may have been sufficiently im- 
pressed by these two policies to 
switch to a currency basis for 
conducting their business rather 
than depositing their funds in 
banks," the bank said. 


5. 
Strong 
and 
steady 
in- 


creases, especially since 1961, in 
persmal income, savings and 
public holdings of liquid assets 


The rising use of credit cards 


and higher interest rates are 
factors in the opposite diection, 
the bank said, but pressures 
toward bigger holdings of hard 
cash were much stronger. 


One 
Treasury 
spokesman 


summed up the whole situation 
m one word — affluence.

The important action Tuesday 


is off the court and on the con- 
ference table. That's the dead- 
line for the Ivy League — and 
others — to file certification 
that they will abide by a contro- 
versial NCAA rule establishing 
a grade minimum for athletes. 


The Ivies have 
announced 


they won't do it. And the NCAA 
has said that if they don't, they 
are ineligible for NCAA champi- 
onship events — including the 
basketball tourney. 


Just what will happen to the 


Ivy spot in the NCAA tourney is 
still open to question — whether 
it will be filled by an at-large 
team, or whether it won't be 
filled at all. 


But while the athletic brass 


wrestle with that, administrative 
problem, solutions of a more 
basic nature will be forged on a 
number of courts tonight. 


Top-ranked Kentucky, eyeing

PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


The expansion-minded world of 
professional sports will have its 
eye on the National Football 
League today when the owners 
tackle the job of stocking their 
newest baby, the Atlanta Fal- 
cons, with 42 veteran players. 


In ordinary times, only the 


cities involved and the men who 
reportedly have a $8.5-million 
stake in Atlanta would be vitally 
interested. However, in this day 
of-proposed expansion in base- 
ball, hockey and basketball, ev- 
ery move to stock a new team is 
observed closely. 


Baseball, deply involved in a 


legal battle over the Braves' 
shift from Milwaukee to Atlan- 
ta, insists the National League 
cannot expand at this time. A 
Wisconsin judge has ordered the 
Braves to stay in Milwaukee or 
for the league to expand in 1966 
and make major league base- 
ball of "competitive quality" 
available in Milwaukee. 


Because of the expansion talk 


in all sports the manner of 
stocking a team becomes most 
important. When the NFL took 
in Dallas in 1960 and Minnesota 
in 1961 it froze a certain number 
of 
veterans and let 
the new 


teams pick three from each of 
the established clubs. A similar 
plan will be worked out for 
Atlanta. 


With 45,000 season tickets al- 


ready sold at. Atlanta and new 
coach Norm Hecker anxious to 
come up with a representative 
team, there may be some sur- 
prising names on the lists of 
available players. 


The owners must decide how 


many of their 40-man rosters to 
exempt or freeze.

Sam Perry, the Fordham Uni- 
versity dash man, the sports 
world gets just a little too 
dreamy sometimes. 


The key words in Ferry's 


life are realism and simplicity. 


"it isn't realistic," Perry 


said, "for people to go around 
comparing me to Bob Hayes, 
I doubt if I ever will be as 
fast as Hayes was. 


"It's not realistic for me to 


think about trying for the 
1968 U.S. Olympic team. 


"A sprinter's life is a short 


one. Mine is just about over. I 
don't see the future in trying 
to be a career sprint man, 
which U what I'd be doing if 
I stuck around two more years 
to make the Olympics." 


Perry is 21, pushing 22. He 


feels he is slowing up, not 
getting faster. Two injuries in- 
curred while running are rea- 
sons enough to call it quits. 
Then there is his life's work 
to consider. 


"They'll have to find some- 


body else to call the world's 
fastest human, I'm afraid," 
Perry said. "I don't know why 
they're calling me that any- 
way." 


Perry says he is quitting 


track when he is graduated 


from 
Fordham's School

Business in June, maybe even 
sooner, 


"When I tell people that, 


when I say I don't think I'll 
try for the '68 Olympics, they 
look at me as if I meant to 
burn my draft card or some- 
thing. 


"I don't doubt it would be 


a great honor to be in the 
Olympics. It really hurt me 
that I couldn't go in '64, espe- 
cially when I saw guys on the 
team I had beaten more often 
than they had beaten me.

"I object to being pressured

"I run 
because I like running, not be- 
cause I've got something to 
prove." 


Perry, along with Charley 


Green of Nebraska, George

of Fresno 


State, has been one of the 
m o s t consistent 
sprinters 


since Hayes went into pro 
football. This indoor season 
Perry's fastest 60-yard dash 
time is 6.0. 


Last year lie twice hit 5.9, 


the listed world's indoor rec- 
ord,

while losing to 


Hayes in the Millrose Games. 


"It was so. close," Perry 


said, "that three judges gave 
if to Hayes and two gave it to 
me." But Hayes beat Perry 
solidly in their other meet- 
ings. 


Just as the outdoor season 


began last year, Perry tore a 
cartilage in his left knee. It 
meant an operation and it 
now means his knee swells 
painfully after every race. 


Two years ago he pinched 


a nerve in his back, which 
caused him to pull hamstring 
muscles, and this caused him 
to miss the indoor season and 
kept him out of the Olympic 
trials. His best 100-dash time 
was 9.4 in 1962. 


"Before 1 run, both of those 


injuries are in the back of my 
mind.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—It is a sad fact that 


none of the NATO nations has responded to 
the plea of Secretary of State Dean Rusk for 
help to fight the undeclared war in Viet Nam. 


Vet it is a historic truth—and a historic 


irony—that had it not been 
for the United States intcr- 
ventibn in the fight against 
Hitler and massive American 
economic aid after the war. 
Western Europe would find 
itself t o d a y in the same 
tragic plight as Viet Nam. 


President Johnson and his 


diplomatic 
e n v o y s have 


repeatedly c a l l e d on the 
European allies not to con- 
fine themselves to 
sterile 


statements about the n e e d of peace and 
liberty for the Vietnamese people. They have 
urged NATO members to undertake practical 
measures to show that peace. liberty and the

ticians—remains on the sidelines. To be sure, 
the Britons, like the Italians or Belgians, also 
utter occasional pious statements about the 
need for peace in Southeast Asia. 


West Germany, the r i c h e s t country in 


Europe, has sent $15 million in economic aid 
to South Viet Nam and also decided to send 
a hospital ship to Saigon. 


And yet the West Germans grow panicky 


whenever a suggestion is made that the John- 
son administration might withdraw American 
troops from Europe. They concede that their 


very existence as an independent nation de- 
pends on the presence of American man- 
power and weapons cyi German soil. 


Even President do Gaulle, d e s p i t e his 


mischievous policies, would not assume his 
posture of an independent statesman were 
he not certain of the ever-present protection 
of the United States' "nuclear umbrella." 


Top United States officials are said to feel 


that President Johnson's recent diplomatic 
peace offensive convinced much of the world 
opinion of the sincerity of American peace 
efforts. But of what earthly use is such con- 
viction if it is not translated into practical 
measures0 


The President prides himself on being a

struggle against aggressive communism are 
indeed indivisible. 


At the last meeting of NATO's Council 


held in Paris the U.S. representative, Harlan 
Cleveland, even told the E u r o p e a n s that 
"practical aid" does not necessarily mean 
troops and military equipment. It could be 
medical aid or economic assistance to the 
embattled South Vietnamese. 


So far, unfortunately, all American re- 


quests have fallen on deaf ears. 


French President de Gaulle has made it 


clear that he is neutral in the Viet Nam 
conflict. Britain's Labor g o v e r n m e n t — 
plagued by its own lunatic fringe of profes- 
sors, intellectuals and publicity-seeking poli- 


pragmatic and realistic politician. Has not 
the time come for him to tell the NATO 
nations, which a c h i e v e d their 
current 


economic prosperity with American help, 
that they are now big and strong boys who 
should be able to stand on their own feet? 


If Europe's politicians consider the con- 


flict in Viet Nam as strictly an American 
problem, let them defend Europe 
against 


Russia without United States help. America 
will then be able to devote its manpower and 
resources to the war in Southeast Asia. 


The day has long since passed when the 


United States can or should be the defender 
against communism of the whole globe.

Buses Mined 
by Viet Cong, 
54 Are Killed

SAIGON, 
South Viet 
Nam 


(AP)-The Viet Cong m i n e d 
three buses today, killing 54 Vi- 
etnamese civilians and wound- 
ing 18 in retaliation for an Al- 
lied operation that is rescuing a 
huge rice harvest. 


Allied ground forces reported 


killing 150 Viet Cong in scat- 
tered clashes elsewhere in South 
Viet Narn in the past 24 hours, 
while U.S. planes hammered 
Communist targets in North 
and South Viet Nam. Guerrillas 
overran an outpost in the Me- 
kong Delta, al Dinh Mon, and 
killed or captured all 11 defend- 
ers. 


The death-dealing Viet Cong 


mines were set off on a road 10 
miles southwest of Tuy Hoa, on 
the central coast where the U.S. 
,101st Airborne, South Korean 
marines and South Vietnamese 
troops have been scouring the 
countryside for several weeks 
while the rice was being har- 
vested. 


An American spokesman said 


Ihe first blast was touched off 
about 7:30 a.m., catching a bus- 
load of farmers and killing 27 
and wounding 11.
